Since arriving on the art scene in 1994, 
Michelle Sylliboy an L'nu/ Mi'kmaq Artist 
was born in Boston, Mass and raised on 
un-ceded territory in We'koqmaq Cape 
Breton. Michelle moved back to her terri- 
tory in 2017 after living and working on 
un-ceded Coast Salish territory for twenty 
-seven years. While in Vancouver she 


learned to capture and intrigue the art 


community with her Interdisciplinary style 
of work. She gathers much of her inspiration from personal tales, the 
environment, and her L'nuk (Mi'kmaq) culture. Her Interdisciplinary 
art practice embodies some of her own life experiences, which has 
led her to work with emerging and professional artists from all over 
Turtle Island. PhD Candidate Michelle is working on her Philosophy 
of Education Doctorate Degree dissertation where she combined 
her artistic background and education by writing and creating new 
art about her Mi'kmaq Komqwejwi'kasikl (Hieroglyphic) living cur- 
riculum. Michelle is an assistant professor at STFX University in An- 
tigonish NS. She was recently long listed for the 2022 Sobey 
Award and a winner of the Arts NS 2021 Indigenous Artist Recog- 
nition award and the 2020 Indigenous Voices Award. You can 
keep track of her projects in the more section above this page.
